let stand sixty seconds, drain and 
drop Into very cold water.

stand fifteen minutes and pat each

Marinate for one hour in lemon 
juice and oil. 
Th* apples are cut 
in half-inch slices after paring and 
the cores removed, mn king rings.

The orange slice is placed 
on a bed of lettuce, then the onion 
and then the apple.

Debaters spend weeks in research w ork and the 
careful rehearsals of debates, only to m ake their a r ­ 
gum ents to em pty seats and a handful of adm iring 
friends and Judges. 
It is surprising th a t they feel 
that it is worth the effort. 
To the young men and women who are aspiring 
to develop them selves as future public speakers, the 
thought of an audience doesn't m ake so m uch dif­ 
ference.

w hat It can do, they are devoting a very large sum 
to it. 
The story of success attained through advertising

business. 
By th is publicity, dealers in Investm ents 
are able to sell to people who w ere not much In­ 
terested in such securities. 
They show people how

through the use of advertising. 
By giving facts and 
inform ation about any product, people
